employes, the ordinances to go into effect on the first of Janu-
ary thereafter. The salarics of all elective or appointive officers
having a definite term shall not he changed during their term of
office. The salary of elective officers may be changed within the
period hereinbefore stated, to take effect at the end of the term
of the incumbent,

AN ACT to amend the first paragraph of section 1636—49 of
the statutes, relating to operating, riding or driving automo-
biles and other vehicles,

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. The first paragraph of section 1636—49 of the
statutes is amended to read: (Scction 1636—49) (First para-
graph) No person under the age of sixteen years, unless accom-
panied by parent, guardian or other adult person, and no intoxi-
cated person shall operate, ride or drive any automobhile, motor
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eycle or other similar motor vehicle ulong or upon any public
highway of this state. Na person shall operate or drive any auto-
mobile, motor cycle or other similar motor vehicle recklessly or at
a rate of speed greater than is reasonable and proper, having re-
gard to the width, traffic and use of the highways and the general
and usual rules of the road, or so as to endanger the property, “ife
or limb of any person, and no person shall operate or drive any
automobile, motor cycle or other similar motor vehicle, along any
public highway, within the corporate limits of any city or vil-
lage at a speed excceding fifteen miles per hour, nor on any of
the public highways outside of the corporate limits of any city
or village at a speed cexceeding twenty-five miles per hour; and
provided further, that no person shall operate or drive any auto-
mobile, motor cyele or other similar motor vehicle through any
cemetery or through any county or state hospital or poor farm
grounds or through any park or in passing any school ground
where persons are or may he in said highway at a speed exceed-
ing cight miles per hour:; and provided further, that in turning
corners, in going around curves, at sharp declines, at the inter-
section of any street or erossroad, and where, for any cause, the
view in the direetion in which the vehicle is proceeding, shall be
obstructed, the speed shall be reduced to such a rate as will tend
to avoid danger of accident; the operator, when such automobile,
motor cyele or other similar motor vehicle is in motion, shall ob-
serve the rules of the road by keeping to the right upon meeting
vehicles and by passing to the left of all vehicles overtaken on
anv public highway of this state, and at all times giving to the
vehicle passed or overtaken one-half of the road. At the inter-
section of any publie street or highway with any other public
street or higchway of this state, the operator or driver of any ve-
hicle shall have the right of wayv over the operator or driver of
any other vehiele approaching him on such eross street or high-
way from the left, excepting only in cases in eities where a police
officer shall he in actual charge of the regulation of traffic at such
intersection of streets. The operator or driver of any vehicle,
when any street car is actually taking on or discharging passen-
gers at the crossings or intersections of any public streets or
highways. shall stop <uch automobile, motor cvele or other sim-
ilar mofor vehicle, until such passengers shall have been taken
on or discharged from such ear. Upon meeting any vehicle on
any public highway of this state where the traveled track of such
highway is less than twenty feet in width, it shall be the duty of
the operator of any automobile, motor cyvele or other similar,
mofor vehiele to reduee the speed of such automobile, motor cycle
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or other similar motor vehicle to a rate not exceeding fifteen
miles per hour until he shall have safely passed such other ve-
hicle.
